CHANGE OUR VIEW THAT THE MC 224 CONFERENCE SHOULD REACH 
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AGREEMENT QUICKLY ON AIR DEFENSE, HELICOPTER AND SSM AG- 
GREGATE DATA TABLES, AS IN THE US DRAFT MCM. WE WOULD 
ENVISION A SECOND MCM EMERGING FROM THE CONFERENCE INCOR- 
PORATING THESE DATA FOR TRANSMITTAL TO THE CAPITALS. IN 
LIGHT OF ANTICIPATED DISCUSSIONS OF REDEFINITION IN VIENNA 
THESE DATA MAY QUICKLY BECOME AN URGENT ISSUE ALSO 
ADDITIONALLY, WE WOULD HOPE TO SEE AGREEMENT AT THE 
CONFERENCE ON MORE DETAILED WARSAW PACT DATA DISPLAYS AND
